zen workers of our own country. Re 
publican orators dwell with emphasis 
upon the statement that "capital and 
labor should be friends;" "that labor 
should not wage war against capital.' 
To the first we most heartily agree, th< 
second we deny. 
Labor has no war 


against capital. 
The widespread op- 


position of labor today is against the 
abuse of capital, the wrongs commit- 
ted by the unjust perversion of its 
power, and the pervading protest which 
Is dally growing in strength Is. that 
the producers and consumers of the 
land shall not be debarred from a fair 
share of the profits of production while 
the money power enjoys a constantly 
increasing progress and prosperity re- 
sultant In a plutocratic dictatorship of 
social conditions. Whether or not at 
the time of their adoption protective 
measures were wise or necessary it is 
now too late to discuss.
